Odessa, May 10, via Vienna, May 12.— 
_Bispatches from Tirospol, a district town

ere of Jews has taken place there similar 
“te the recent massacre of their coreii- 
gionists in Kishenev. The dispatches state 
' that the slaughter of the Jews was con- 
@ucted with great fury and that large 
-pumbers perished. There is a large Rus- 
flan fortress at Tirospol, but the Jews 
were unable to obtain protection. 

Throughout this city, in Keiff and other 
important points in southwestern Russia, 
alarming reports are circulating among 
the Jews. Everywhere the unfortunate 
_Semites are preparing to hide themselves 
“and even to desert the cittes where all 
their interests are concentrated, It is be- 
_ lieved that the riots at, Kishenev and Ti- 
wospol, which were systematically organ- 
ized by unknown agents, will be repeated 
ta many other places. 

Letters from Kishenev say that at least 
-™% Jews were killed there. Thirty-seven 
- were siain outright in the streets and. their

the Treaty, as Appears 


Probable, the United States Will at Once Re- 
open Negotiations. 


Washington. May 12:—Dr. Thomas Her- | 
ran, Colombian charge d'affaires, said to- 
day that he had. not'béen advised by his 
sovernment that President Marroquin had. 


resigned, as reported in dispatches from

If it shall appear sliortly that the Co- 
lombian government is unwilling to con- 
summate the treaty, or is disposed to de- 
fer final action ‘beyond the “reasonable 
time’’ mentioned in the Spooner act, the 
State departrrent will at once endeavor 
to reopen negotiations with Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica with the view of securing 
control of the alternate route for a canal 
through those countries. In fact, Secreta“ 
ry Hay has already within the week 
talked with Senor Corea, the Nicaraguan 
minister, and Senator Calyo, the minister 
from Costa Rica. 

It is said by parties to the negotiations 
that ‘f they are resumed it will be upon 
the distinct ur derstanding that the United 
States government definitely abondon the 
Panama route. So much ill-feeling was 
excited in Nicaragua and Costa Rica by 
the dropping of the Nicaragua route after 
the protocols had been drawn, looking to 
its acquisition, that the resident minis- 
ters of the two countries here are very 
loath to take up the subject again without 
an express agreement that they are not to 
be used to club the Colombian government 
into terms. 

The officials here, however, feel very 
confident that it will not be necessary to 
resort again to the Nicaraguan route, for 
they believe that the present difficulties in 
the Panama negotiations are svlely attri- 
butable to efforts on the part of the Co- 
lombians to make the most of the opper- 
tunity to induce the Panama Cana! Com- 
pany to divide with it some part of the 
$40,000,000 to be received by the company 
from the United States. 

Rejection of Treaty Predicted. 

Colon, May 12.—Newspapers just received

Cromwell, general counsel of the new 
Panama Canal Company, teday made 
public a statement regarding current re- 
ports affecting the company, including 
that emanating from Panama, that the 
company had offered the Colombian gov- 
ernment 12,000,000 of the $40,000,000 the 
company is to receive from the United 
States. The statement is as follows: 
- “The new Panama Canal’ Company has 
not made a proposal to pay $12,000,000, nor 
any sum whatever, to the Colombian 
government, nor to any parties whatso- 
ever, for, or in connection with the ratifi- 
eation of the pending treaty. Statements 
to the contrary are absolutely without 
the slightest foundation, 

‘There is no occasion for the considera- 
tion of the subject from that standpoint. 
Colombia has already given its full con- 
sent to the purchase by the United States 
This is a matter of public record. The 
Colombian congress has just been called 
into extraordinary session for June 20, to 
deal especially with tNe treaty made by 
its ministers with the United States, and 
we have every reason to expect that the 
congress will not only confirm the pro- 
posals and action of its president and 
cabinet, but also of its ministers, Silva, 
Concha and Herran successively, especial- 
Iy empowered to negotiate and conclude 
the pending treaty, which is of such vast 
concern to the Colombian nation. In this 
matter the new Panama Canal Company 
is not a party. It is a matter between 
the two governments which have already 
reached an explicit treaty agreement. 
Up to this hour I have no confirmation of 
the report that President Marroquin has

WARM ON TRAIL 
OF INFERNAL BOX 


New York Police Will Soon 
Arrest Man Who Put 
~ Machine on Pier. 


New York, May 12.—Much of the mys- 
tery surrounding the placing of an in- 
fernal machine on the pier of the Cunard 
Company ‘was cleared up today and an 
arrest may be made at any mQment. 

The police have learned that the box 
was take to the pier from a boarding. 
house in West Thirty-first street, known 
as the “Currie house,” and: patronized 
principally by theatrical folk. The police 
also know the name of the man who sent 
the box from the house, and have a good 
description of him. Who this| man is, 
however, Inspector McCluskey declines 
to say, and the proprietress of the estab- 
lishment on being questioned by report- 
ers regarding her boarder would say 
nothing, except that he engaged a room 
about a week ago, that he had paid his 
rent and that his effects were still in 
the house. To the police, it is said, she 
has furnished full information. 

When asked what the motive for plac- 
ing the infernal machine on the pier was, 
Inspector McCluskey contented himself 
with the mysterious reply that it was 
*“‘obvious.”’ 

The man is described as being an Amer- 
ican, of medium height, with derk hair 
tinged with gray, and well dressed in 
light clothing. 

Detectives are keeping a watch on the 
house tonight, evidently in the expecta- 
tion that the man may return. He has 
not been seen there since Saturday morn- 
ing, the day on which the box was dis- 
covered on the pier. One peculiar fact is 
that no ohe in the house remembers havy- 
ing seen the box brought in.

Mr. Arnold then asked the court to al- 
low Lee to go into the jury room with the 
jury at the conclusion of.the. trial and be 
examined by the jurors, but Solicitor 
Charlie Hill objected and Judge Roan sns- 
tained the objection, saying the examina- 
tion shou'd be made in the presence of 
the court and should go on the record.

The ‘subject of the ‘Volunteer Work- 
er” was discussed. by A. W. Gutridge, 
of St. Louis, Minn.-:

Nixon spoke interestingly of the ques- 
tion of having nurses visit families which 
were in need of aid. 

General discussion of the question of 
rendering aid to the needy followed, and 
it was the consensus of opinion that 
each community should be organized with 
reference to giving aims. 


County Jails Discussed. 

County jails and sheriffs "were discuss- 
ed yesterday afternoon by .the section 
which met in the lecture room of the 
Carnegie library. 

The idea was advanced in One of the 
papers read that county fails shold be 
put under direct control of the state 
government and this suggestion appar- 
ently met with the approval of most of 
those present. 

W. H. Allen; secretary of the New York 
Association for the Improvement of the 
Condition of the Poor, acted as chairman 
in the absence of Mr. Stonaker, the 
chairman of the committee. He opened 
the meeting with a few remarks out- 
lining the subject to be discussed. 

Mrs. Alice N. Lincoln, a prominent phi- 
lanthropist of Boston, was the first 
speaker, and she advanced the state con- 
trol of county jails. Michael Heymann, 
of New Orleans, then told something of 
conditions prevailing in county jails in 
Louisiana, after which Amos W. Butler, 
secretary. of the: Indiana. State, Board..of 
Charities, read a paper on county jails, 
and exhibited plans. of .a..modern jai! 
which has recently been erected in--an 
Indiana county, ! 

He urged an effort to have the system 
of. fees for sheriffs and the jailers abol- 
ished and advocated the placing of such 
officials on salaries. The persons com- 
mitted to their: care would then receive 
more humane treatment, he claimed. 

Rev. Francis A. Foy, of New Jersey, 
also advocated the same reform. He 
was followed by Charles P. Kellogg, of 
Waterbury, Conn.; Mrs. Annie E. Palme- 
teer, of Indianapolis, and others, who 
spoke along similar §nes to those who 
had preceded thém.

TO ORGANIZE IN GEORGIA

| The National Children’s Home So- 
ciety is preparing to organize this state 
thoroughly, and for that purpose G. L.

Washington, May 12.—Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne tod@y,/announced that there 
gould be no more establishments of rural 
free delivery postal service until the 
beginning of the next fiscal year. 
“This is one result of the investigation 
of postoffice affairs and of the discovery 
that at the present rate of increase in 
the number of routes there would be a 
deficit of $20,000 in the rural free delivery 
gervice by the end of the fiscal year. 
Instructions have been given to Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster General Bristow to 
curtail expenditures by discontinuing the 
gaily establishments of routes, and it is 
expected that the threatened deficit will 
be averted. 

“It is not intended, however, that the 
investigation of proposed routes shall be 
suspended, and the field work, therefore, 
@ill] continue. Mr. Payne estimated that 
the total number of routes fairly en- 
titled to be established in the entire 
country would be 38,000, and thaf at the 
present rate of increase this would be 
reached two years hence. 

Mr. Payne said tonight that he had 
asked the civil service commission to 
have its representatives make an investi- 
gation of the Washington postoffice m 
addition to the investigation already 
made by postoffice inspectors. He said 
this action was taken on account of 
charges of violations of the civil service 
iaw in that office. The civil service men, 
he said, will make their report tomorrow.

Passed—He Strikes a Match 


To Burn Mortgage on Y. 
M. C. A. Building: -

San Francisco, May 13.—Heartier greet- 


ing was never given a president of the 


United States than that offered today by 
the city of San Francisco to Theodore 
Roosevelt. Through mileg and miles of 
densely packed, cheering humanity, the 
president passed bowing his acknowledg- 
ments, evidently wearied by maintaining 
an erect position in his carriage, but 
buoyed up by the impressiveness: of the 
demonstration. It was a magnificent 
ovation. 

. When ‘the presidential train, drawn by 
a handsomely decorated tocomotive, ar- 
rived the president was welcomed for- 
mally by Mayor Schmitz and M. H. De 
Young, president of the citizens’ recep- 
tion committee. 

Mr. Koosevelt expressed his thanks to 
each in a few words, and was then in- 
troduced to Admiral Bickford, of the 
British Pacific squadron, who conveyed 
the good wishes of King Edward and 
said that the arrival of the flag ship of 
the squadron to assist in the greeting 
was another instance of the cordial fre- 
lations existing between the two nations. 
President Roosevelt said he appreciated 
the evidence of friendship, and begged 
that his good wishes be given to his 
majesty. 

Negro Troops to the Front. 

Before returning to his carriage Mr. 
Roosevelt stepped up to the locomotive 
and warmly shook hands with Engineer 
McGrail ‘and Fireman Everly, who pi- 
loted him safely from the south, 

in the parade the line was headed by 
a troop of colored cavairy, this being the 
first instance in the west where negro 
soldiers have held the position of honor 
in a public procession. Following the 
president came United States troops from 
the local posts, sailors and marines from 
war ships in the harbor and at Mare Isl- 
and, regiments of the state militia and a 
number of semi-military organizations, 
A notable feature was the fancy march- 
ing of the Cleveland Grays, who came 
from Ohio to participate in tke Cali- 
fornia greeting. 

After reviewing the parade, the presi- 
dent was escorted to the Y. M. C. A, 
building, where a throng had assembled 
to participate. in the burning of mort- 
gages and notes representing the total 
indebtedness of $116,280 upon the property. 
The president, by request, touched a 


-lighted match to the decuments, and as 


the flames licked up the papers he joined 
with the assemblage in singing ‘'Praise 
God, From Whom All Blessings Flow.”’ 
The president made a brief address. 
Lhe president was banquetted tonight 
at the Palace hotel by the citizens’ com- 
mittee, 
Address of President. 

President Roosevelt in his speech at the 
banguet tonight said: 

. "We Nave attained our present position 
of leadership in the international busi- 
ness world in a tariff policy which I 
think our people as a whole have ac- 
quiesced in as essentially wise alike from 
the standpoint of the manutacturers, the 
merchants, the farmer and the wage 
worker. Doubtless, as our needs shift, 
it will be necessary to reapply in its de- 
tail this system, so as to meet these 
shifting needs; but it would certainly 
seem from the standpoint of our busi- 
ness interests, most unwise to abandon 
the general policy of the system, under 
which our success has been go signal, 
in financial matters we are to be con- 
gratulated upon having definitely deter- 
mined that our currency system should 


} rest upon a gold basis; for to follow any 


other course would have meant disaster 
so widespread that it would be difficult 
to overestimate it. There is, however, 
unquestionable need of enacting further 
financial legislation, so as to provide 
for greater elasticity in our eurréency 
system. So, in my judgment, the con- 
gress that is to assemble next fall should 
take up and dispose of the pressing ques- 
tions relating to banking and currency.” 


ENGLAND GETS 
NEW TERRITORY 


Capture of Sokoto Will Add 
100,000 Square Miles to 
Great Britain. 


Tondom May 12.—Colonfal Secretary 
Chamberlain announced in the house of 
commons that as a result of the British 
military operations in the Sokoto and 
Kano districts, ending with the capture 
of the Emir of Kano, 100,000 square miles 


of territory had been added to northern 


Nigeria and would be administered by 
the government of that territory. 
Interesting details have been received 
here of the capture of Sokoto, March 14, 
by the British column, commanded by 
Colonel Morland. The engagement lasted 
two and a half hours. The British num- 
bered about 5300 men, with four quick- 
firing guns and four maxims. The ene- 
my’s horse and foot were estimated to 
number sOme 6,000 men, their rifiemen 
with modern rifles and 
using smokeless powder. The British 
camped during the night of March 13 
one and a half miles from Sokoto after 
a hard march of 100 miles from Kaura 
with but little water and having passed 
through a difficult country.. At day- 
break, March 14, the British moved in 
square formation toward te valley in 
which Sokoto lies. Immediately after the 
British appeared over a ridge the Fu- 
lanis charged with fanatical bravery, 
undeterred- by a withering maxim and 
rifle fire. They had no proper leadership, 
but the isolated bareis continued to ad- 
vance over of dead and dying,

Injunction Is Now Issued in 
Strikers’ Favor. 


Merchants Are Forbidden To Dis- 
criminate Against Members of 
Labor Unions—Order More 
Sweeping Than That 
Against Strikers. 


Omaha, Neb., May 12.—Judge Dickinson, 
in the district court, at 7 o'clock, tonight 
on application of John O. Yeiser, an at- 
torney representing the labor unions 
whose members are on strike, issued an 
injunction against the business men and 
proprietors, even more sweeping than 
that issued by the federal] court against 
the unions last week. 

The order restrains the business men 
from refusing to sell goods to dealers who 
employ union labor, prevents them from 
boycotting union labor, requires the Busi- 
ress Men's Association to cease holdirg 
meetings or conspiring against the unions, 
or in any way interfering with the unions 
in the management of their affairs. 

The order of the court restraing the 
Business Men's Association and others 
named as defendants as follows: 

1. From any matter threatening to in- 
jure the business or person of any em- 
ployer of members of:cross complainants’ 
union or member of labor union, or any 
rerson who may employ or desire to em- 
ploy such union men or from refusing to 
sell commodities, and supplies of mer- 
chandise to employers of such union la- 
bor and from discriminating against such 
persons in the prices charged for any such 
commodities. 

2. From threatening or intimidating in 
any manner any person into joining the 
said business men’s association or any 
organizations to join labor unions. 

3. From threatening or intimidating any 
person who may have become a member 
of said association or organization if he 
employs organized labor or recognized 
labor unions into discontinuing such em- 
ployment. / 

4. From imposing any fines upon its 
members or any person for violating any 
agreement not to employ organized labor 
or not to recognize a labor union. 


56. From receiving or paying out any | 


money whatever in pursuance of any 
agreement to break up labor unions ex- 
cept to attorneys in this action. 

6 From paying or offering any money 
to officers or members of union directly 
or indirectly as a bribe to do or not to 
do any act in pursuance of any agreement 
of any of said defendants against such 
unions. 

7. From importing or engaging agents 
or servants to import any laborers into 
the city of Omaha or state of Nebraska 
im pursuance of any exigting plan to de- 
stroy labor organizations or under any 
similar or new afrangement or plan. 

8. From bringing any other injunction 
Suits Or actions in pursuance of any gen- 
eral plan of prosecutions to break up 
labor unions, or any new or similar 
plans connected directly or indirectly 
with any existing plans.

Justice Douglas has ordered the clerk 
of the superior court to issue subpoenas 
for witnesses for the prosecution and de- 
fense as requested and announces that ha 
will request some other judge of the su- 
preme court to sit with him who will be 
Judge Platt D. Walker, of Charlotte. 

The fight of the defense will be to prove 
that the killing of Skinner was not mur- 
der, but self defense. It is said that 
eight cther witnesses will swear with 
Robert N. Simms that Skinner struck 
Haywood and knocked him down before 
the killing took place in February. 

The lawyers for Haywood say that they 
are absolutely certain. with the evidence 
in hand, that Haywood will soon be a free 
man.

Willis L. King, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Jones & Iaughilin 
Steel Company, when informed of the re- 
port, stated with all the emphasis possi- 
ble that it was a canard pure and simple. 

“You can make the denial just as 
strong as you like,’”’ Mr. King said. ‘“‘It 
is an absolutely false report, and with- 
out the slightest foundation.” 

The Carnegie Steel Company officials 
also announce that no cut in the price 
of billets has been made.

Washington, May 12.—The state depart- 
ment fully sustained the action of Minis- 
ter Conger and his associate commission- 
ers in effecting an agreement with China 
for the payment of the indemnity arising 
from the boxer troubles on the basis of 
the rate of exchange, in 1991. The conten- 
tion of the other powers, parties to the 
treaty of Pekin, if sustained, would re- 
quire China to pay almost double her 
debt and Secretary Hay took the’ posi- 
tion that it was unfair-and inequitable 
to require that most unfortunate coun- 
try to make good the heavy losses caused 
by the depression of silver. As the United 
States has steadfastly insisted on being 
treated on an equality with other powers, 
however, it follows that the United 
States must either accept their indemnity 
on the basis ;arranged by Mr. Conger 
yesterday or insist on payment at the 
present rate of exchange, in which latter 
event the United States would also be en- 
titled to her proportionate increase.

Washington, May 12.—(Special.)—Grover 
Cleveland’s heart to heart talk with the 
newspaper men at St. Louis recently, has 
been generally alluded to in all the news- 
papers of the country. The St. Louis 


‘papers, with one or two exceptions, made 


but a general mention of the banquet 
and the substance of Mr. Cleveland’s re- 
marks to the representatives of ¢he 
press. One of the afternoon papers, in 
an extra edition, printed almost a ver- 
batim report of his speech on that occa- 
sion. Even that paper omitted some of 
the best points in Mr. Cleveland’s speech. 

While ‘“‘making his confession,” as he 
termed it, that he had been misunder- 
stood by the newspaper men while in 
publie life and also that he had misunder- 
stood them, he went on to say with a lit- 
tie tinge of irony and at the same time 
preserving good humor all the way 


‘through, he alluded to several instances 


where he had been brutally maligned by 
st aay newspapers. For instance he 
said: 


“I once heard of a man being accused 
of getting drunk and beating his wife. 
Now there was, no doubt, some slight 
foundation for that report to this extent.

BOARD TALKED 
OF ENCAMPMENT 


Will Report to Governor as 
Soon as Washington Is 
Heard from, 


While it is practically settled that there 
will be an encampment.of all.the troops 
of the state this summer, the military 
advisory board, which met here yester- 
day for the purpose of arranging the de- 
tails, decided to wait until one ambiguous 
matter can be cleared up before making 
its report to the governor. 

The point in question will be settled 
today. It is whether the $41,000, or there- 
abouts, which is the balance to the 
eredit of Georgia from the equipment 
fund appropriated by the general gov- 
ernment, is immediately available for 
encampment purposes. There was some 
doubt on this point in the letter Which 
Governor Terrell received from Wash- 
ington a couple of weeks ago, and he 
wrote for more specific information. 

This amount of money will be suffi- 
cient to send all of the state troops to 
camp for a period of at least one week. 
In order to economize and make it go 
as far as possible, however, Governor 
Terrell has determined that all of the 
troops shall not’ camp at Griffin, but 
each command at the most convenient 
and least expensive place within its own 
territory. Griffin, however, will get at 
least two and perhaps three regiments, 
because they are near and convenient 
to that place. 

The advisory board will probably make 
its report to the governor today fixing 
the time and places for the encampment, 
and other details in connection with it.

Claim That Federal Court Has No Ju- 
risdiction in Case and That No 
Court Has Right To Fix 
Freight Rates for 
Railroads. 


Macon, Ga., May 12.—The case of the 
Georgia Saw Mill Association against tne 
Southeastern ‘lraffic Association, the 
Southern, the Central of Georgia, the 
Seaboard Air Line, the Atlantic Coast 
Line, the Georgia, Western and Atlantic, 
Atlanta and West Point, Georgia South- 
ern and Florida, Macon and Birmingham 
railroads to enjoin the defendants from 
advancing the rate of yellow pine lumber 
2 cents per hundred, was called in the 


United States court today. 

The defendant companies filed a de- 
murrer to the complaint, setting up that 
there was not that diversity of citizen- 


ship necessary to give @ federal court 
jurisdiction; that there was no violation 
of a federal statute. charged in that 
there was no charge of the violation of 
the interstate commerce act, or of. the 
Sherman anti-trust law; that there was 
no equity in the bill of complaint, and 
each complainant had a remedy at law; 
that the court could not establish rates 
what railroads should charge; that to de- 
cide that present rates should not be in- 
creased is practically to establish by the 
court’s decision the present rates as a 
maximum rate which railroads may 
charge. 

Judge Speer asked counsel for the de- 
fendants if they desired to have the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction determined first. 
Counsel for the defendants elected to have 
tie cause of complaint and questions in- 
volved in the demurrer tried together. 

Counsel for defendant companies and 
for the Southeastern Traffic Association 
then set up a general denial that there 
was any combination in violation of law 
to advatice rates, or that the Southeast- 
ern Traffic Association was an organiza- 
tion acting contrary to law, or illegally 
establishing and maintaining freight 
rates. 

The attorneys for complainants pre- 
sented affidavits from different saw mill 
men in which it was alleged that freight 
rates on Georgia yellow pine lumber 
from the mills to points beyond the Onhfo 
river were on an ‘average in excess of 
the value of the lumber at the mills, A 
general denial was made that the Geor- 
gia Saw Mill Association was a combina- 
tion to control the price of lumber, it 
being intended by counsel for complain- 
ants that while price lists were issued to 
all members of the ‘association such 
prices were not obligatory, and only to 
keep members generally informed @s to 
the condition of the lumber market. 

The hearing of the case will probably 
last for three or fourdays. All the 
prominent traffic officials: of the .south- 
ern roads in Georgia with a big array of 
counsel are present.

Mrs. Nellie Peters Black opened the 
méeting with a brief account of the work 
of Atlanta women since the days when 
the site of the present city had upon it 
two buildings, a grog shop and a hut for 
the accommodation of the men building 
the first railroad in these parts. The 
women it was who went about and col- 
lected money for the first little church 
that was built, and then when, after the 
war, Atlanta was laid in ashes it was 
the women again she proved who helped 
upbuild it in the money they collected for 
churches; hospitals and the best institu- 
tions. - 

She introduced Mrs. J. Lindsay John- 
son, of Rome, who presided at the meet- 
ing, conducting the very interesting sym- 
posium, which with a threé minutes’ talk 
by Mrs. W. V. Falconer, of Chicago, 
president of the Illinois children’s home 
of Chicago. Her theme was “The De- 
pendent Child,” and she spoke particular- 
ly of the work of the Chicago club women 
inthe erection in that city of a chil- 
dren’s hospital for contagious diseases, 
the club women having secured the nec- 
essary fund—$175,000. She referred to the 
probation work accomplished under the 
same auspices, the probation officers be- 
ing encouraged and endowed always by 
the club women, and she urged upon the 
club women of Georgia to direct earnest 
efforts along that line. 

Mrs. J. K. Ottley was enthusiastically

received in her short but most explicit 


account of the work accomplished by the 
club women of Georgia in arousing pub- 
lic sentiment in the matter of the right 
legislation for child labor. She spoke 
of the growing appreciation on the part 
of those at first indifferent to but now 
convinced of the rights of human life 


over economic gain—and the necessity 


there is for the enattment of those laws 
that will protect the future citizenship 
of the commonwealth. 

Mrs. Mary E. Richmond, of Philadel- 
phia, general secretary of the Philadel- 
phia society for organizing charity, fol- 
lowed Mrs. Ottley and ugred upon wom- 
en in charity work a discretion and dis- 
crimination not only as to method, but as 
to object. She cited many incidents of 
where institutions failed in purpose by 4 
lack of inv{stigation of conditions, and 
by the temp rary relief of the individual 
rather than in a more farreaching inves- 
tigation of the family to which the indl- 
vidual belongs. 

As an example, she told the story of tne 
care given a man in the alms house over 
which she had a trusteeship. It was 
found that he had deserted his family 
in an adjacent city and further investi- 
gation proved the deserted wife and chil- 
dren were forced upon charitable institu- 
tions for support. 

Such cases were proven to exist so gen- 
crally that through the interest of the 
charity associations of Pennsylvania the 
legislature of that state has recently en- 
acted a law which punishes by heavy 
fine or imprisonment wife deserters, thus 
taking the step towards the protection 2f 
the family.

Bankers. 


Tellas, Texas, May 12-—The Texas 
Bankers’ Association met in annual ses- 
soin at Woodlake at-11 o'clock this morn- 
ing and after listening to an address of 
welcome, adjourned for a tour of the 
cities of Denison and Sherman. Ex- 
Secretary of the Treasury Gage and Sec- 
retary Shaw sent their .regrets. 

In his letter ex-Secretary Gage dis- 
cussed the question, “Is the Money Sup- 
ply of the United States Sufficient?’ 

“IT answer the question,”’ he said, “by 
expressing the very grave doubt whether 
it be adequate in volume, and a clear 
conviction that it is not economical in 
character. The provision for supply 
ought to have reference to recurring 
needs, responding in volume when Occa- 
sions for use of currency are the great- 
est and retiring naturally as the fre- 
quirements grow less exacting.”’ 

He argued for credit or asset currency, 
saying that he was well aware that 
deep prejudice exists against either, “but 
an honorable history of such a currency 
for a generation in several] states, and 


‘a history of several generations abroad, 


fully justify the belief that with some 
reasonable and just -guards around it, 
we can gain the advantage of an ade- 
quate currency without any risk of dis- 
aster, or the loss of a single dollar.” 
Former Comptroller of the Treasury 
Charles G. Dawes, of Chicago, in a letter 
which was also read, urged that in the 
passage of any provision for elasticit) 
in the currency there should be no radj- 
cal experiments made, and we should 
risk in no degree whatever the absolute 
safety and solidity of our present bank 
note currency in order to secure addi-

WRECKED MOTOR 
PREVENTS RACE 


Accident Occurred in Fourth 
Mile--Race Will Be Run 
Tonight, 


What came near being a disastrous ac- 
cident last night prevented the finish of 
what promised to be the most brilliant 
cycle race yet witnessed in Atlanta.

After passing the western turn in, the 
track, and also the “accident. corner.” 
Turville guided the motor to the bottom 
of the track and onto the tan. bark, 
When he saw it was-impossible to saye 
both tiimself and Candy, Jr., he dfopped 
from the machine as it touched the tan 
bark, and while he plowed several feet 
into the bark he came up none the worse 
from the accident. 

But of Candy, Jr. Ah, it’s a sad story! 
Candy was without his pacemaker, and 
did not know what to do, ‘He did the 
best the could by turning three double 
somersaults and landing with a crash 
against the far side of the track. The 
front wheel was smashed into tid-bits, 
and the handle bars badly twisted.

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LeadingManufacturers of the 
south Metin Atlanta 
Yesterday, 


Representatives of the leading clothing 
manufacturers of the southern states met 
in the convention hall of the Piedmont 
hatel yesterday afternoon, at half past 
1 o'clock, and perfected a temporary or- 
ganization, to be knowg as the Southern 
Clothing Manufacturers’ Association. 

Atlanta, Charlotte, New Orleans, Cor- 
inth, Miss., Rome, Dalton, Nashville, 
Memphis and Columbus had representa- 
tives at the meeting. The number present 
was not as large as had been expected, 
many having been prevented from at- 
tending on acount of an unfortunate mis- 
understanding of the date of the meet- 
ing. Those who were present were quite 
enthusiastic on the subject of the new 
organization and the work done was per- 
fectly harmonious. 

Max A. Kory, of New Orleans, was 
elected prestdent, and Ora Nunnally, of 
4,unnally Brothers, of this city, was 
made secretary of the association. 

Another meeting will be held here in 
July, and a permanent organization will 
be effected at that time. 

Committees were appointed on the mat- 
ter of freight rates, collections, terms of 
sale and other subjects vital to the man- 
ufacturers. 

It is not the intention of the promoters 
of the new organization to form a trust 
in the manufacture of clothing. They 
will adopt no seale of prices for the 
sale of their product, but they will agree 
on terms of sale to customers. 

One of the objects of the meeting is to 
get together in the matter of purchasing 
‘a@ raw material used by them, and to 
arrange to take the entire output of some 
mills, thus, eliminating the necessity of 
any middle men and saving the profits 
that have heretofore been made by these 
intermediate dealers in cloth. By buying 
en masse from the same dealer, the man- 
ufacturers will be enabled to obtain their 
cloth much cheaper, they state, and this 
may result in the price of the manu- 
factured article being lowered propor- 
tionately. The meeting adjourned at 5 
o'clock to reassemble in Atlanta in July. 
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The large number of recent sudden 
deaths in the southern territory is some- 
what jarring to the insurance people, and 
they are troubled in spirit over the 
matter. They say this is one of the 
things that the very best of medical skill 
cannot guard them against, and it proves 
one of the most prolific sources of loss 
to the life companies. A person may, 
to all appearances, even to the eye of 
a physician, be in perfect health, and 
still fall into the last sleep within a 
few days or even hours. As to the mat- 
ter of ordinary diseases, they do not 
find it difficult to side-step such risks. 
Ahy doctor,. almost, can tell with cer- 
tainty when an applicant is afflicted with 
one of them. But there is no way that 
they can discover to.protect themselves 
against loss on the class that dies sud- 
denly.and;without any apparent aliment, 
Heart. failure, they say, is usually given 
as the cause of death, but it is only, the 
generic.name for death from any cause. 
Were the heart. not to fall, there would 
be no death, It is just one of those un- 
avoidable things that insurance men are 
compelied to grin and bear, and they 
take it as philosophically as may be.

Fitted 
with polished brass railings, heavy quar- 
tered oak ‘desks, the finest of carpets and 
every convenience that modern ingenuity 
has devised, they are in reality palaces 
on a small scale. This is one of the 
first features of the insurance business, 
locally, that strikes the beholder, and 
the more he goes around among them, 
the more the wonder grows.
